HEP  OET. 


The  tenth  year  of  the  "Foster  Home  Association"  of  Phila- 
delphia, has  been  brought  to  a  close,  and  we  are  again  permitted 
by  a  kind  and  gracious  Providence,  to  give  our  friends  some 
record  of  the  past.  To  Him  we  owe  all  our  success,  and  to  Him 
we  would  give  all  the  glory.  Our  Institution  during  the  past 
year  has  provided  for  eighty  children,  and  we  deeply  regret  to 
say  has  been  obliged  to  refuse  admission  to  as  many,  on  account 
of  our  inability,  for  want  of  means,  to  increase  our  number. 
Owing  to  the  high  price  of  provision,  and  small  number  of  dona- 
tions received  this  year,  we  have  sometimes  thought  necessity 
would  compel  us  to  part  with  at  least  one-fourth  of  the  children 
now  under  our  care.  We  have,  however,  struggled  on,  hoping 
and  believing  that  the  God  of  the  widow  and  the  fatherless, 
would  put  into  the  hearts  of  those,  to  whom  he  has  entrusted 
wealth,  a  willingness  to  respond  to  our  present  call  for  aid,  and 
enable  us  at  least  to  retain  those  we  now  have  in  their  happy 
home.  Most  of  the  inmates  of  our  House  are  half  orphans, 
some  worse  than  orphans,  from  the  fact  that  they  have  been 
deserted  by  one  parent,  leaving  the  mother  and  children  upon  a 
cold  calculating  world,  without  the  common  claim  the  orphan 
has  upon  the  benevolent.  Whilst  other  noble  institutions  of  our 
city  are  offering  shelter  to  the  outcast  and  utterly  friendless,  we 
meet  another  class  equally  deserving ;  poor  but  respectable 
parents,  who  do  not  desire  to  throw  off  the  responsibility  placed 
upon  them  by  their  God,  but  who,  from  adversity  alone,  are 
obliged  to  give  up  the  home  in  which  they  had  hoped  to  shelter 
the  infant  years  of  their  children,  from  the  vice  and  temptation 
so  consequent  upon  poverty.    Our  object  is  to  strengthen  this 
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feeling  of  resposibility,  and  we  therefore  receive  from  all  the 
parents,  who  have  health  and  employment,  a  moderate  compensa- 
tion for  the  care  bestowed,  according  to  the  means  they  may 
have,  and  if  brighter  days  dawn,  we  restore  to  them  the  chil- 
dren, with  whom  in  adversity  they  were  obliged  to  part. 

Depending  entirely  upon  subscriptions  and  donations,  in 
connexion  with  the  small  sum  received  for  the  children's  board 
for  support,  our  means  have  never  been  adequate  to  meet  our 
expenses  without  some  additional  exertion.  It  therefore  becomes 
necessary  for  us  at  this  time,  to  make  a  special  appeal  for  assis- 
tance, to  enable  us  to  go  on  with  the  work  with  which  we  have 
been  entrusted  not  only  the  feeding  and  clothing  of  the  hungry 
and  naked,  but  the  training  them  in  the  nurture  and  admonition 
of  the  Lord,  We  leave  our  appeal  with  God  and  those  who 
possess  hearts  capable  of  feeling  for  the  destitute.  ■  -  - 

We  have  been  called  upon  since  our  last  report,  to  part  with 
one  of  the  most  efficient  and  useful  of  our  managers.  We  cannot 
allude  to  the  death  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Perot,  without  feelings  of  the 
deepest  sadness  ;  hers  was  a  spirit  cast  in  no  ordinary  mould,  not 
only  was  she  untiring  in  her  efforts  for  our  Institution  when  in 
health,  but  almost  her  last  exertion  made  from  her  bed  of  suffer- 
ing in  the  behalf  of  others,  was  for  the  children  of  the  "Home," 
in  whom  she  felt  a  deep  and  abiding  interest.  Her  life  was  a  bright 
example  to  those  of  us  who  are  left  behind,  and  her  death  a 
striking  illustration  of  the  fulfillment  of  the  promise,  "  Thou  will 
keep  him  in  perfect  peace  whose  mind  is  stayed  on  Thee." 

We  have  secured  the  services  of  an  excellent  Matron  and 
Nurse,  and  confidently  hope  the  domestic  arrangements  of  the 
Institution  will  be  conducted  with  order  and  economy.  Our 
school  is  still  under  the  superintendence  of  our  faithful  and 
efficient  Teacher,  who  has  been  with  us  many  years,  and  has 
proved  herself  eminently  qualified  for  her  station.  Much  praise 
is  also  due  to  our  Assistant,  who  has  been  with  us  but  a  short 
time,  for  the  marked  improvement  of  the  children  under  her 
care. 
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The  school  is  divided  into  two  departments,  in  the  first,  we  have 
forty-seven  children,  they  all  read  well,  and  twenty-five  write,  the 
girls  are  all  taught  plain  sewing  and  mending,  numbers  of 
garments  used  in  the  house  are  made  by  them,  and  all  their  own 
stockings  darned.  Boys  and  girls  are  both  taught  to  knit,  and 
all  knit  at  least  two  pair  of  stockings  for  themselves,  each  season. 

In  the  second  department  are  the  Infant  children,  successfully 
taught  on  the  Infant  School  plan,  and  prepared  for  promotion. 

We  here  desire  to  return  thanks  to  all  who  have  shown  us  any 
personal  kindness  in  business  transactions,  particularly  Messrs. 
Archer  &  Warner,  for  their  aid  in  introducing  the  gas  pipes  into 
the  establishment ;  to  our  worthy  baker,  Mr.  J.  D.  Moxey,  who, 
from  his  constant  liberahty,  has  shown  himself  a  friend  to  the 
"Home,"  also  to  Mr.  Joshua  Bailey,  to  whom  we  are  indebted, 
for  one  hundred  dollars,  for  the  purchase  of  shade  trees, 
which  are  in  a  thriving  condition.  Through  the  kindness  of  one 
of  our  Managers,  the  inmates  of  the  Friend  Insane  Asylum  have 
extended  aid  to  us,  and  we  here  return  our  thanks  to  them  for 
the  making  of  a  great  number  of  garments.  We  must  acknowl- 
edge a  debt  of  gratitude  we  owe  to  our  kind  Physicians,  who 
gratuitously  bestow  their  time  and  skill  upon  our  Institution. 
Our  "Home"  is  at  present  in  a  healthy  condition,  the  few  cases 
of  sickness  which  have  occurred,  have  been  so  judiciously  treated 
that  they  have  been  of  short  duration.  We  also  again  express 
our  thanks  to  Mrs.  Jane  Preston,  and  the  Trustees  of  "Preston 
Retreat,"  for  the  use  of  their  spacious  building,  which  we  stiU 
occupy.  Also  to  those  gentleman  who  devote  part  of  every 
Sabbath  to  the  instruction  of  the  children.
